CHARGES ARE DISMISSED 


Charles Latty's Wife Not So 


Lenient—Latest Phase 


of Elopement. 


The sequel to the arrest of Charles 


Latty and Mrs. 
Jesse Casteel, the 


eloping Allen county couple at Elida, 
Ohio, yesterday morning was their 
return to the city last night and the 
uniting o£ Mr. and Mrs. Casteel, who 
made up their differences, concluded 
to' start life anew and left for their 
home together 
at 
10 o'clock this 


morning. Preliminary to this, Mr. 
Casteel paid all the costs incident to 
the episode, withdrew his complaint 
and had the legal proceedings dis- 
missed by Prosecutor Emrick. 


The fact of the arrest was publish- 


ed in yesterday's Sentinel and little 
remains to be added except some de- 
tails and incidents. Deputy Beichcl- 
derfer and Jesse Casteel in their pur- 
suit changed horses at Van Wert and 
Delphos, and after following several 
false trails and by driving all of 
Wednesday night, caught up with the 
fugitives at Elida, a small town a 
short distance 
this 
side of Lima. 


They arrived there about daybreak 
and found the 
couple at a small 


hotel, where they took lodging as 
man and wife, although they did not 
register. 
Deputy Beichelderfer was 


directed to the room of the couple by 
the landlady and after knocking en- 
tered. The couple had just risen, but 
had not completed their toilet, Mrs. 
Casteel being engaged in extracting 
money for the probable expenses of 
the day from her purse. 


THE WOMAN WILTED.

JUDGE GROSSCUP'S RULING 


Similar Decision Will be Ren- 


dered at Kansas City by 


Judge Phillips. 


Chicago, April 24.—Judge Gross- 


cup today entered an order in the 
United States circuit court of appeals, 
enjoining six railroad companies 
from discriminating against 
small 


shippers in the western territory. The 
decision is especially important as be- 
ing the first under the new Elkins 
law. 


The government, according to the 


decision is entitled to the injunction 
against the offending railroads^ un- 
der the inter-state commerce act, as 
well as the Elkins law.The ruling ap- 
plies to fourteen railroads which were 
covered by proceedings instituted in 
the federal court. Sis of these com- 
panies were defendants in the local 
court, six others are under the juris- 
diction of the Xansas City federal 
court.

SCOPE OF DECISION. 


The decision, which was given oral-

It further declares 
that while each injured citizen has a 
right to such relief in his own behalf, 
in cases like those under1 considera- 
tion, the injured persons are so num- 
erous and the injury to each is so in- 
finitesimal -that- it is the 'duty of the 
government to -act for them Tiiader tha 
power .specifically conferred by the 
statutes. The Elkins law is held to 
be simply declaratory of the substan- 
tive rights which existed before and 
an injunction would lie under the in- 
ter-state commerce act.

tions and working methods had been 
sanctioned by the assistant attorney 
general for the postoffice department. 
The charges involving the office of 
the assistant attorney general and 
Harrison J. Barrett, a lawyer for- 
merly connected with that office, were 
ventilated very generally 
at that 


time and an investigation was or- 
dered by the postmaster 
general. 


This was really the inception of the 
investigation that has 
spread into 


every part.of the department. The 
complaints crystallized into a formal 
reqxiest for Mr. Tyner's resignation, 
signacl by Postmaster General Payne 
on March 9'last.
